Every steamer from Havana brings better fn-
telligence relative to the suceosses of the insur-
ywents, The following letter is just made public;

The Battle nt Trinkdnd. |

Havaxa, May 165.—A barque has arrived ot

Trinkdad with arms sufticient to equip n good
nutmber of troops, These weore disembarkod
with case, ns well as all the cargo of the vessal,
The arms were immedintely distributed to thoe
troops, and they have alremdy been in the con
flict.  As vou have seon, we attacked Trinidad o
few days since, not with the view of tking
poregssion of the place, for It would have
been impossible to sustalu ourselves there, bhut
for the real abject of getting hold of munitiona of
war which were in the powder inngazine. The
troops  commanded by Cavade, Paving Juneo, nnd
Vilmmil attacked vigorously, and notwithstanding
he  reststance made by i4s defenders, In 8 few
ninuter, ut A o8t o us of ten men, the prize fell into
wir hands,  There wis an immense supply of war
paterind,  Immediately we commenced  taking ot
the materiel de geerre, and distributed o good portion
to the troops, who bofore were budly armiesd,

A ghort linu! afterwards a strong Spanish colnmn
left Trinidad to take back thelr booty, but this
wis attacked and routaed, and twenty dead Bodies of
our enpemies were left on the feld, thirty were
wounded, and we gathered thirty or forty good Rem.
fngton rines which had been left on the ground.
With the arms and munitions of war there found,
and with others that have reached ng from iiferent
BOUTCeS, We cin strugele tor some tme 1o come : but
in order to secure u definlte, prowpt, and decided
trinmph, we necd many arms  Guns, lewd, and
cannon jare the only things wanted o order that
Cuba may soon e free.

The ingarrection in the Eastern Department 8 to-
iy stronger than ever, wid with the new aris
taken from the Spaniards, and those which woe got
hold of & little before, we have nrmed  sod equipped
fonrteen parties of troops, nanely :The Insurgents
in the districts of Trinfdad, Seuto Esplrita, Hemes
diog, Santo Clara, Sagua, Clenfuegos, Santo  Domin-
go, Las Lajas, Potrerillo, Camarones, Lechuza, Car-
tagenad, and Sagun ln Chiea,

navy, and In pressing times they are lable to e

second Proclnmation by President Cespedos,

The Central Republican Junta of Cuba and Porto
Rico in New York have recelved the followiog docii-
ments :—

1. It I necessury inonll things to establish a fixed
order for thelr proper administration, and fhis be-
comes cspeciully indispensable in the oftices of the
Government, the afnlrs of which cannot be daly
despitehed if no provision (8 made for thelr regulit
transmigsion. To thig end, 1 have divided the ad-
ministration into four principal sections, namely:
The Department of  War, Commerce, Blale
or Foreign Affairs, and loterior,  the  adiin-
igLration of which I8 henceforth intrusted W the
vitizens Franclsco V. Aguilera, Eligio Yraguirre,
Cristobind Mendorg, and Eduardo Agramonte, in the
order in which the departments have been enudmie-
rutedd, For the purpose, therefore, that the order
which 1 aim at may be observed, 1 degire yon in
future to direct to them your comimunications, as
thig s the regalar way in which communloations
have to reach the Executive Power, or to descend
from the utter to the chiefs and sulultern oflcers of
the departinonts and  Bureais, Country  and
Liberty !

those who lalid down their lives for their conntry,
The work which Mr. Blascheck and his colleagues

Philadelphia. When they look upon this large ns-
sembluge of reputable young men, they will see
proof that their care i managing the great trust
which Stephen Girurd contided to this city has not

generations us yeb aubory, There were no prece-
dents to gulde those who had committed to them the
responsible charge, Then oame the Mrst few years
of doubt and uncertatnty, when the good ship was
beuten and tossed ahout without rudder or compass.
There were some who jeered nnd mocked ; some
wore full of dire predictions of unu]mrm:k and rain,
bt there were otherg—kind Christinn  fricnds—who
bale the ship *“God-speed,” sud followed it with thelr
fervent prayers.
